Miss Evans, held in Webster 
county jail on a charge of felon- 
ious assault with intent to do 
great bodily harm, told the writer 
she sought to overcome Mrs. 
Rainey with a fantastic collection 
of paraphernalia to obtain a re- 
volver with which, she said, Mrs. 
Rainey had threatened to kill her 
because of ner love affair with 
Mrs. Rainey’s husband, Rex. 

Mrs. Rainey was in seclusion to- 
day at the home of her father, 
G. R. Prescott, in Springfield, 25 
miles away. She refused to see 
reporters. Her father said she 
was in bed, recovering from head 
injuries suffered in the attack by 
Miss Evans. 

Miss Evans, 31-year-old Spring-: 
field telephone operator, admitted 
that she entered the Rainey 
living quarters in the basement of

Turndown by Krug. 

“Mayor Darst wanted to take 
the riverfront site out of the  jur- 
isdiction of the National Park 
Service and -put it under a five- 
man board which he would con- 
trol. That would make it a local 
project. This is a national project 
honoring Thomas Jefferson and 
the nsion of the West. 
e Mayor got a turndown by 
Secretary of the Interior Krug on 
the five-man board idea.

“The Mayor gives the impression 
that the cost of the architectural 
plan is holding up this project.

No Refusal in Capital. 

“He says Washington refuses to 
approve the project. But there 
has been no refusal in Washington 
because we have to work out the 
track problem first. No bill has 
yet been introduced in Congress. 

“It would be unfair to the rest 
of the United States to make this 
a purely Jocal project. 

“The Mayor is trying to sabo- 
tage the’project. Either that or 
he doesn’t understand the plan. 
Cost of the architectural design 
by Saarinen has nothing to do 
with it. Saarinen’s plan is fluid; 
he said so himself. 

“We don’t want to destroy the 
motif of the riverfront memorial 
—the connection between the 
Mississippi river and the expan- 
sion of the West. This is a great 
national enterprise and the win- 
ning design was approved by 
Secretary Krug, as well as by the 
United States Memoria] Expansion 
Commission. 

“Citizens put up the $225,000 
prize to have the architectural 
competition for the riverfront de- 
sign.

Terminal Head’s Reply. 

Replying to Crowdus, Armstrong 
Chinn, president of the Terminal 
Railroad Association, denied that 
removal of the tracks was delay- 
ing the riverfront project. 

Chinn said: “The Terminal Rail- 
road denies most emphatically Mr.

Observers Warn Against 
Treating Problem as 
Chiefly Military—Real 


Threat Economic.

WASHINGTON, 

United States is in for a bad time 
of it with the Soviet Union dur- 
ing the next several weeks or 
even months, according to the 
best information and judgment 
here. 

Washington expects Moscow to 
be difficult and disagreeable on 
most issues which concern the 
two capitals—even more difficult 
and disagreeable than usual, that 
is. 
Among the areas in which the 
United States expects to encounter 
particularly heavy going are 
Yugoslavia and China and the 
Far East generally. Washington 
also expects trouble in France and 
Italy. 

Here and possibly elsewhere as 
well, there will probably be threats, 
contumely and abuse, alarms and 
excursions, strikes, demonstrations, 
marches and counter-marches of 
troops and those other menaces 
and disturbances in which world 
Communism. excels, it is believed 
here, 

War Not Expected. 

But while there will be rumors 
of war, there probably won’t be 
any war, except for the present 
somewhat dispirited fighting in 


China, in the best official judg-: 


ment. 

A war with Russia is possible 
but improbable, in this judgment. 

Neither Washington nor Mos- 
cow wants a war, and neither 
probably will do anything which 
will cause a war, it is believed. 

The probability that the Soviet 
Untion has the atom bomb makes 
war neither more nor less likely 
than it was before, in the most 
recent responsible judgment. Rus- 
sian historical tradition is against 
the fighting of a major conflict 
under anything like present cir- 
cumstances, and orthodox Marxist 
dogma is also against it, in the 
expert view. 

Moscow will wage political, eco- 
nomic and psychological warfare, 
but will take every precaution 
against becoming involved in a 
shooting war, it is believed. 

The United States and the west- 
ern world in general should, there- 
fore, continue to concentrate on 
the fighting of a cold war, not on 
anticipating a hot one, it is ar-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
A Federal Grand Jury today in- 
dicted Soviet Russia’s Amtorg 
Trading Corp. on charges of vio- 
lating the Foreign Agents Regis- 
tration act. 

Attorney General J. Howard Mc- 
Grath announced the return of 
the indictment by a grand jury 
here. Amtorg represents all Rus- 
sian commercial interests in the 
United States. 

McGrath said six officers of the 
corporation also were _ indicted. 
They are charged with omitting to 
file with the Justice Department 
a registration statement as an 
agent of the Soviet Government. 


ICC’ ORDERS CUT IN USE

Within an hour after court ad- 
journed, notices of appeal from 
conviction and sentence were filed, 
It was the first step in a post- 
trial legal battle that may finally 
reach the United States Supreme 
Court. 

The defendants will be kept at 
the Federal House of Detention 
for eight to 10 days, during which 
time the United States Attorney 
General will determine where they 
will be imprisoned. 

As the court session closed, sym- 

pathizers outside the courthouse 
set up a cry: “We want bail. We 
want bail.”

Two of Defendant’s Six

Judge Medina’s appearance on 
the bench was delayed a half hour 
by last-minute arrangements for 
accommodating the overflow 
crowd, which included 15 visiting 
German jurists. 

At the outset he dismissed a 
number of defense motions, includ- 
ing moves for acquittal of the 11 
and for a mistrial. 

Then the judge invited all the 
defendants and all their lawyers— 
five of whom are under jail sen- 
tences for criminal contempt dur- 
ing the trial—to make statements 
if they chose. The contempt sen- 
tences, ranging from 30 days to 
six months, are being appealed 
| also. ‘

Judge Medina interrupted at 
that point. He said the idea that 
“you have to wait until the Gov- 
ernment is about to be overthrown 
before you can take action is ab- 
surdity on its face.” 
Opposing bail, McGohey recalled 
the ¢ase of Gearhart Eisler, Com- 
munist bigwig who jumped bail 
and fled to Germany.

Some of the witnesses were 
Communists sponsored by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, 
planted inside the party for years 
to feed Red secrets to the federal 
agents. 

The defense argued for four 
months that the Communist party 
does not advocate or depend on 
violenee. Its aims in America, it 
said, can be achieved through the 
ballot box.

Another Peril to Peace. 
Another peril to peace arises 
from the fact that the Soviets 
tend to judge the United States 
by their own standards, and, 
judged by those standards, Ameri- 
can policy may appear to be dis- 
tinctly threatening. 

If the Russians entered into a 
formidable new military alliance 
and set about arming their part- 
ners in the alliance, they would 
very probably have aggressive in- 
tentions in doing so, it is argued 
here. Thus American sponsorship 
of the North Atlantic Security 
Pact and the Military -Assistance 
Program may make Moscow se- 
riously doubt that the United 
States is acting in a purely de- 
fensive spirit. 

There is, moreover, a certain 
amount of saber-rattling in this 
country. Quite probably exagger- 
ated reports of this doubtless 
have an ominous ring in Moscow. 
War with Russia might also 
break out as a result of the ten- 
sions and conflicts which charac- 
terize American-Soviet relations in 
Germany, Austria and elsewhere. 
“Incidents” don’t cause wars as 
easily as they formerly did, diplo- 
mats here believe. They still 
can lead to wars, however, unless 
both sides are fervently deter- 
mined to prevent that from hap- 
pening. There will probably be 
a good many incidents in future, 
and if the will to peace should 
weaken on’! either side, a conflict 
might ensue. 

Moscow’s attempt to liquidate 
Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia con- 
stitutes still another danger to 
peace. The United States is de- 
termined not to be drawn danger- 
ously far into the Soviet-Yugoslav 
quarrel, but if that quarrel should 
lead to armed hostilities on a large 
scale in the Balkans, it might 
spread beyond anybody’s ability 
to localize and control it.

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WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
Strategic bombing in any future 
war apparently will come under 
direct control of the military high 
command, whether it is done by 
Air Force or Navy planes. 

This was indicated today by the 
Air Force in answering questions 
about an unprecedented setup un- 
der which direction of the Strate- 
gic Air Command is removed 
from the air arm and placed in 
the hands of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 

Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Air 
Force chief of staff, referred brief- 
ly to the new arrangement in his 
testimony before the House Armed 
Services Committee Wednesday. 

Joint Chiefs Select Targets. 

The Strategic Air Command, 
said Vandenberg, now “is a major | 
command of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff” and “receives its directives 
from the Joint Chiefs, not from 
the Air Force.” He said that 
“its targets and target systems 
are selected by the Joint Chiefs as 
part of national war plans.” 

A reporter later asked Air Force 
officials whether that applied to 
Navy carrier planes. 

In answering, the Air Force first 
called attention to Vandenberg’s 
testimony that “the industrial 
heart of the potential enemy lies, 
not on any sea shore, not on any 
island, but deep inside the Eu- 
rasian land mass. It is to that 
type of war that we must adapt 
all our forces, including carrier 
aviataion.” 

Air Force Explanation. 

Then the Air Force added: 

“It is a generally accepted 
principle that the service of pri- 
mary responsibility would usually 
exercise operational control over 
the force furnished by the service 
with collateral responsibility. 

“For example: If carrier-based 
Navy aircraft were to participate 
in the strategic air offensive, the 
commanding general of the Strate- 
gic Air Command would exercise 
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the necessary control and co-ordi- 
nation.” 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff some 
time ago assigned primary re- 
sponsibility for strategic bombing 
to the Air Force, with only “col- 
lateral” responsibility to the Navy.

elections. They must state that 
the union officers are not Com- 
munists and are not sympathetic 
to Communism. 

The U.E. has been described in 
hearings of the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee as a hot- 


| bed of Communist activity. 


Officers wha submitted the anti- 
red oaths included President Albert 
J. Fitzgerald, Secretary-Treasurer 
Julius Emspak, and Director of 
Organization James J. Matles. The 
10 vice presidents signed also. 

The NLRB has no discretion 
about accepting the affidavits. 
The authenticity of the oaths is a 
matter for the Department of,Jus- 
tice to check on, 

General Counsel Robert N. Den- 
ham has asked the Justice De- 
partment to look into the validity 
of the claims in the affidavits of 
officers of several unions. Denham 
is on the West Coast on a speech- 
making tour. Any action by the 
board to question the UEW oaths 
will await his return, a spokes- 
man said. 

At the recent UEW convention 
at Cleveland the union voted to 
suspend per capita payments to 
the CIO unless certain condiffons 
are met. This all springs from 
CIO efforts to rid its ranks of 
what it considers leftists or Com- 
munist sympathizers. The UEW 
convention action may lead to 
the union’s ouster from the CIO. 

Inability to use NLRB machin- 
ery has put the UEW at a dis- 
advantage against recent raids by 
competing unions in the AFL and 
the CIO itself, with a coneeznent 
loss in membership.

The UFEW faces expulsion from 
the CIO for its leftist policies and 
for refusing to follow policies of 
the national CIO. 

The UFEW executive board and 
some local union officers have 
voted to merge UFEW with the 
leftist CIO United Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers. 

Harry E. Manola, president of 
Local 215, representing 550 Felt & 
Tarrant employes: said: “The rank 
and file of Local 215 wants to stay 
in CIO. We've taken no action 
yet on the question of merging 
with UEW, but I think that they'll 
go along with the merger if of- 
ficials of UEW sign affidavits that 
they are not Communists.” 

Coupe said that the company 
thus far has had “no occasion to 
use” the anti-Communist clause. 
The contract runs until July 1, 
1951. 


AMERICAN BOTTOMS SURVEY 
FOR DRAINAGE SYSTEM BEGUN 


A survey of the American Bot- 
toms area in western Madison and 
St. Clair county to plan a drainage 
system that will avert disastrous 
flash floods such as occurred in 
1946 has been started by a St. 
Louis engineering firm under a 
recent $250,000 appropriation by 
the Illinois legislature. 

The firm, Horner & Shifrin, 
which wil] receive $120,000 for the 
survey, will make studies to de- 
termine the feasibility of building 
a 20-mile canal along the western 
edge of the Bluffs to intercept 
runoff of stormwaters from the 
highlands to the east, and thus 
prevent inundation of the low- 
lands. 

Total cost of such a canal has 
been estimated by engineers for 
the East Side Levee and Sanitary 
District at $16,000,000. The sur- 
vey is to be completed in time for 
submission to the Illinois General 
Assembly when it meets in 1951,

PARIS, Oct. 21 (AP)—Premier 
Rene Mayer today was almost 
hopelessly stalled, informed po- 
litical observers said, in his ef- 
forts to form a new French coali- 
tion cabinet. 

Hesitancy of the Socialists to 
enter his Government was re 
ported the stumbling block for the 
Radical Socialist whom the Na- 
tional Assembly last night ap- 
proved for the premiership by a 
vote of 341 to 183. 

The possibility loomed that the 
only way out of France’s political 
crisis, now 15 days old, might be 
the dissolving of Parliament fol- 
lowed by a ee oe 


Socialists De Course. 

The Socialist group in Parlia- 
ment debated all morning without 
agreeing whether to go into 
Mayer’s cabinet. There was talk 
the Socialists might summon a 
national congress Sunday to reach 
a decision. 

French observers said should 
the Socialists decide this, Mayer 
might refuse to wait and might 
resign immediately. 

Though Mayer favors an un- 
freezing of wages and a quick re- 
turn to collective bargaining, the 
Socialists ostensibly are quarrel- 
ing with him over a formula for 
wage increases to state employes, 
as well as over what policy he 
will follow in Indochina. Some 
observers said, however, many So- 
cialists oppose Mayer personally 
because he was a successful big 
business man before he entered 
politics. 

Mayer Wins 31-Vote Margin. 

Mayer won confirmation with 31 
ballots to spare. He had to re- 
ceive a minimum count of 310 or 
bow out of the picture. He faces 
the task of organizing a cabinet 
to handle France’s complex wage 
and price problems growing out 
of the recent devaluation of the 
franc. 

As part of his domestic program 
Mayer backed a proposal for a 
monthly bonus of up to 3000 
francs ($8.50) for wage earners in 
the low brackets. He also came 
out for legislation restoring the 
prewar practice of collective bar- 
gaining. Since the war, the state 
has had a powerful hand in de- 
termining wage scales to curb in 
‘filation. : 

On foreign policy Mayer pro- 
posed that France adopt an atti- 
tude of cautious friendship to- 
ward Germany. 

Mayer, 54 years’ old, plans to 
base his cabinet on a coalition of 
radical socialists, socialists and 
popular republicans. The same 
coalition was used by Henri Que- 
uille in organizing a government 
which endured for a year and 25 
days, a French record. Queuille 
resigned Oct. 6, when he opposed 
Socialist demands for wage in- 
creases to offset the price rises 
expected under currency devalu- 
ation.

HOSPITAL MAY REFUSE 
NOIENT MENTAL CAS 


Not Obligated to Dismiss 
Paying Patients to Make 
Room for Ward of State. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 21—| 


Private paying patients in state | 
hospitals for the insane may not 
be evicted to make room for ad- 
mission of indigent insane pa- 
tients committed by a county, the 
Attorney General’s department 
ruled yesterday. 

The opinion, by Assistant At- 
torney General H. Jackson Daniel, 
was issued for Prosecuting Attor- 
ney R. C. Kirkland of Clay coun- 
ty. Kirkland had asked whether 
hospital officials could refuse to 
receive a properly committed poor 
patient on the ground the hospi- 
tal was filled to capacity. 


The legal department held hos- 
pital officials do not have to ac- 
cept an indigent patient if the 
hospital is filled, even though 
there are private paying patients 
in the hospital. It was ruled, how- 
ever, that if both solvent and in- 
digent patients were waiting for 
admission, the indigent patients 


must be admitted first. 

Hospital laws make no distinc- 
tion between solvent and indigent 
mental patients, and leave to the 
discretion of the hospi super- 
intendent and staff who shall be 
discharged and under what con- 
ditions, Daniel said. 

B. E. Ragland, director of the 
State Division of Mental Diseases, 
said he did not know how many 
private paying patients were in 
the state hospitals for mental pa- 
tients. The hospitals house about 
14,000. 

The cost per patient varies from 
about $43 to $55 a month, depend- 
ing on the location of the hospi- 
tal. Private patients are charged 
$50 a month, Ragland said.

HAMBURG, Germany, Oct. 21

trial today that he risked his Ger- 
man army career to defend young 
Jewish officers in his command. 

The 6l-year-old career soldier 
said he was revolted by Hitler’s 
persecution of the Jews, the church 
and German aristocracy. But he 
said he had been impressed by 
what the party achieved in nulli- 
fying the Versailles Treaty and 
abolishing unemployment. 

He said he found disgusting the 
behavior of Reichsmarshal Her- 
mann Goering and some other top 
party officials. However, he said 
also he had met many decent 
Nazis, 

The courtroom was jammed as 
he took the stand. He is being 
tried by a British military court 
on war crimes charges growing 
out of his command of the south- 
ern Russian front during World 
War II. 


34,000 FIRMS DEVELOPING 
OIL, SAYS COMPANY HEAD 


Oil resources of the nation are 
being developed by 34,000 compet- 
ing concerns, and known oil re- 
serves are increasing almost daily, 
T. H. Barton of El Dorado, Tex., 
told members of the Downtown 
Kiwanis Club yesterday. He is 
chairman of the board of the Lion 
Oil Co, ° 

Addressing a luncheon group at 
the DeSoto Hotel, Barton, a mem- 
ber of the board of the American 
Petroleum Institute, said 39,000 
new wells were drilled last year, 
and exploration activity is going 
on in 37 states. More than 10 per 
cent of the land and inland water 
area of the United States is now 
under lease to oil producers, he 
said. 

Workers in oil and dependent in- 
dustries make up, with their fam- 
ilies, 23 per cent of the population 
of the United States, Barton said. 
The development of the industry 
and the nation was made possible 
by the principles of free enter- 
prise and individual dignity, he 
added.

The other automobile sped away, 
and Cerone stumbled out of his 
machine and into a nearby home, 
where police were summoned. Ce- 
rone, who was released from the 
Terre Haute (Ind.) prison last Au- 
gust, admitted working for Vogel 
at one time, but refused to say 
whether he had renewed contact 
with the “slot machine king” since 
getting out of prison.

Effect of Fo Aid, 

Huge appropriations for foreign 
aid and both American and Euro- 
pean rearmament made for less 
of a drop in exports and in fac- 
tory and mill orders than business 
men had been braced for this year. 
However, these same appropria- 
tions mean continued high taxes. 
Some companies wonder whether 
their gains as suppliers equal their 
loss as taxpayers. . 

Most of Congress’s acts tended 
to brake deflation or to promise 
future inflationary pressures. And 
their sum total—higher expendi- 
tures and lower tax collections— 
led the treasury to deficit financ- 
ing, which many regard as the 
most inflationary item of all at 
present. | 

The public in general, however, 
appeared to lose interest. in treats 
of future inflation, despite some 
warnings these were increasing, 
and to concentrate on signs that 
deflation was being held in check.

Immediately afterward, a Rus- 
sian resolution which would have 
killed the Korean Commission im- 
mediately, was defeated 42 to 6 
with 5 abstentions.

Continuation of the commission 
was backed by the United States, 
Australia, China and the Philip- 
pines. Its powers were broadened 
to observe and report border dis- 
turbances, now occurring with in- 
creasing frequency.

“Sure, I’ve read about it and 
I've heard it ‘discussed,” Frick | 
said, “but that’s all I know. Noth- 
ing has been said to me by the 
Commissioner. 

“If and when it does come up, 
my answer will be the same, that 
I’m unalterably opposed to the 
idea. I would see it as the first 
breaking down of competition be- 
tween the leagues, and competi- 
tion has been the foundation of 
the game. 

“In my view, the function of 
the commissioner’s office is ju- 
dicial, and not to take over the 
inner workings of the two leagues. 
Nowadays we have coal and steel 
commissions, but they don’t run 
the coal mines nor the steel mills. 
“Each league is just like a 
corporation, and it must run its 
own business. I think the com- 
missioner’s office is too big to 
concern itself with handling the 
umpires.” 

If Chandler is actively contem- 
Plating such a move, he might 
well be forewarned that he is tak- 
ing on a lot of work and grief. 
The care and feeding of umpires 
is not to be undertaken lightly. 
The men who make the deci- 
sions get in jams, as any reader 
of the sports pages is aware. Four 
or five times a week during the 
season, Frick and his counterpart, 
Will Harridge of the American 
League, have some sort of decision 
to make involving an umpire. 

Umpires Closely Watched. 
Men employed by the league 
presidents ride rigid herd on the 
arbiters. Many times, unknown 
to the public, umpires are hauled 
up to be criticized or admonished 
for their work in a game. Each 
president wants his staff to be 
more efficient than that of the 
other league, and feels certain, 
furthermore, that it is. 

Being pretty rugged men, the 
umpires do not like to hear their 
decisions criticized by, nor accept 
rebukes from, an underling. Only 
the league president will do. It 
is a matter to which Chandler 
should devote deep thought. 

Frick does not pretend that 
there is any great difference in 
the umpiring in the two leagues 
—not enough, anyway, that his of- 
ficials would have difficulty call- 
ing ‘em in American League 
games, or American League umps 
in National League games. 

“No, it isn’t that,” he said. “The 
two staffs work smoothly together 
in the world series and the all-star 
games.

Already at 78

At least 78 persons have been 
killed in hunting accidents since 
Sept. 1, with the nation’s main 
open seasons yet to get under 
way, a United Press survey 
showed today. -: 
TH survey showed that 62 
hunters: died in gunshot accidents 
and 16 others due to heart attacks 
brought on by exertion or excite- 
ment, 
Conservation experts said that, 
as usual, most of the fatalities 
could have been prevented had 
the victims or their accidental as- 
sailants displayed due caution. 
Some hunters shot themselves 
as they climbed carelessly over 
fences with their guns loaded and 
the safeties off. Others were 
killed as they dressed out game 
which other hunters mistook for 
live animals. 

. White Sweater Blamed. 
But one Washington State hunt- 
er got killed because of the white 
sweater he was wearing. A fel- 
low nimrod mistook him for an 
albino deer. 
A  bow-and-arrow hunter in 
West: Virginia was killed by an- 


game and sent a clothyard shaft 
through his body. 
State snitharities throughout the 
land appealed to sportsmen to ex- 
ercise More care than ever in the 
woods and fields this year. They 
said that with game, ammunition 
and arms more plentiful than ever 
since the war, America’s open 
areas would be crowded and the 
slaughter of humans could be ter- 
rific. 
. The main deer seasons, usually 
the most deadly to hunters, were 
yet to get under way and the big 
waterfowl seasons on the Illinois 
and Mississippi flyways also had 
not opened. 
Deaths in Colorado. 
Three states bore the bulk of 
the tragedies. Washington had 11 
fatalities since Sept. 1, Colorado 
11 and Minnesota nine. 
Most of the dead lost their lives 
hunting squirrels. Eighteen per- 
sons died hunting the furry-tailed 
rodent. Eight died hunting deer 
and the same number while after 
duck. The Dakota and Minnesota 
Pheasant seasons claimed three 
lives. The remainder were killed 
while hunting miscellaneous types 
of game, many of which were still 
out of season. 
In Wisconsin, a 14-year-old boy 
stumbled, his gun discharged, and 
the load of buckshot killed his 10- 
year-old companion. At Water- 
loo, Ia., two boys returned from 
a hunting trip, then scuffled for 
posesssion of a guhR which dis- 
charged, killing one of them. 
Veteran hunters reserved their 
sympathy, however, for an Idaho 
victim who bagged his first deer, 
then got buck fever so badly that

FRANKFURT, Germany. 
German political life is Kurt 


Schumacher, 54-year-old leader of the left-wing Social Democratic 
party and a member of the German Reichstag before 1933. Schu- 
macher, who lost his right arm in the first World War and his left 
leg following an illness last year, and spent 10 years in Nazi con- 
centration camps, igs one of the few German politicians with rabid 


supporters and bitter enemies. 


He speaks with vigor and pur- 
Pose. When making a point in a 
speech, he strains and _ contorts 
his face, and shouts into a micro- 
phone -so loudly that it is some- 
times difficult to understand him. 
To his opponents he is a dema- 
gogue, the absolute dictator of his 
party and an embittered man who 
is a danger to Germany. 


His party, which holds 131 seats 
in the Bundestag, only eight fewer 
than the conseryative Christian 
Democratic Union-Christian Social 
Union, is the heir of the Maxist 
Social Democrats, but over the 
years has become more and 
more moderate. Its election cam- 
paign speakers, particularly 
Schumacher himself, only rarely 
referred to what they regard 
asthe sins of capitalism. Speak- 
ers flayed big business men 
and industrialists, whom they 
called the “Krupps and little 
Krupps,” and charged that the in- 
dustrialists had helped Hitler 
come into power, but socialism 
Was soft-pedaled. ’

The 
socialization of basic industries 
the SPD demands, for example, 
is not.state socialism but com- 
mon ownership by _ representa- 
tives of government and various 
groups of the population. The 
party has accepted with alacrity 
its wdéle as the opposition to the 
conservative coalition, and has in- 
dicated that it will be the watch- 
dog for the underprivileged. It is 
also the most vocal and most de- 
termined political opponent of the 
Communists in Western Germany.

In addition to Schumacher, the 
most important men in the SPD 
are Erich Ollenhauer, 48-year-old 
deputy leader of the party, and

Communists Lose 

In the Elections. 

HE Communists, the only 
T party to lose strength in the 

elections for the Bundestag, 
are the western German spokes- 
men for the Russians, and are rec- 
ognized as such by most Germans. 
The chairman of the Communist 
Party in Bavaria recently said 
that the international aim of the 
party was to make Germany into 
a Socialist Soviet Republic. 

Three leaders of the German 
Communist party were expelled 
recently on charges of being 
“Titoists.” 

The Communists hold 15 seats in 
the Bundestag. Their program, 
which is now being directed espe- 
cially to winning young Germans, 
includes German unity, peace, Ger- 
man self-determination, immediate 
signing of a peace treaty and 
withdrawal of occupation troops, 
The poverty of many Germans 
and all the sore points, of present- 
day Ge life are stressed in 
Communist propaganda. 

Hard to Sell Communism. 

They are handicapped, however, 
by the fact that they are the only 
party in Germany which must 
favor making the Oder-Neisse 
Line in the east permanent—all 
others firmly oppose it—and by 
the violently anti-Russian Ger- 
man-stock refugees from the east 
and returned prisoners of war.

ALLIED AID PLAN

BEING WORKED OUT 


BONN, Oct. 21 (AP)—The three 
western occupation powers in Ger- 
many today declared their de- 
termination to maintain their 
rights and obligations in Berlin. 
The American, British and 
French High Commissioners is- 
sued a communique assuring their 
“fullest moral and material sup- 
port” to the once-blockaded city 
deep in the Soviet zone. 

The High Commission is “ex- 
amining ways and means by which 
it can contribute to the ameliora- 
tion of the economic conditions of 
Berlin,” the communique said. It 
was issued following a two-hour 


commission meeting. 

“The High Commission made a 
careful examination of the needs 
of Berlin with a view to determin- 
ing both the amount of assistance 
required and how it can best be 
provided,” the communique said. 
“Tt is impressed with the need for 
immediate action.” —

DITORIAL writers of American newspapers are not wholly 

agreed on just what was the significance of the trial and con- 

viction of the 11 Communist leaders in New York, but by and 
large they are very much in favor of it. 

Some tempered their commendation of the Justice Department, 
the jury and Judge Harold R. Medina with the reflection that the 
constitutionality of the Smith Act, under which the Communists were 
were prosecuted, remains to be determined. 

Some saw the verdict as outlawing the Communist party; others 


insisted that the guilt of the 11 
imputed to other Communists. 


Among the dissenters were Max 
Lerner, columnist for the New 
York Post-Home News, and I. F. 
Stone, columnist for the New York 
Daily Compass. 

Advocacy and Intent. 

Lerner, regretting that the con- 
viction gave the Communists an 
opportunity to pose as martyrs, 
wrote: 


“The Smith Act of 1940 broke 
with our tradition of freedom by 
seeking to punish not overt acts, 
but subversive doctrine, It seeks 
to punish advocacy and intent, to 
make criminal not what men do, 
but what they say and teach, 
what they may dream of some 
day doing.” 

Stone’s appraisal was similar. 
“The effect,” he wrote, “is to 
make a peripheral sect, itself anti- 
libertarian, the focal point of a 
crucial struggle for the preserva- 
tion of civil liberty in America, 
to make the Communists of No. 1 
concern to those who still believe 
in freedom.” 

The New York Times held to 
the view that the party as such 
was not on trial, and therefore 
was not outlawed by the verdict. 
“As far as federal law goes,” said 
the Times, “the Communist party 
can continue in existence, with its 
leaders subject to such restric- 
tions as are imposed on all citi- 
zens. We do not know that the 
Smith Act is an ideal piece of 
legislation. We do know that the 
offenses: which the jury decided 
had been committed were danger- 
ous to this nation’s peace and se- 
curity. We must have a way of 
dealing with such offenses, 
whether we act under existing law, 
or seek new legislation.”

Dr. Edwin Nourse must have been a little 
surprised by some of the people who rushed 
to praise him as soon as he quit President Tru- 
man’s Council of Economic Advisers. Among 
them were some who have favored iust about 
every federal expenditure, but who have stri- 
dently opposed every effort to maintain federal 


income. These are the very people who were 


rebuked by Mr. Nourse, but they do not seem 
to realize it. : 

Most Americans, of course, have not given 
such blanket approval to Government spend- 
ing. They have been for it only when they saw 
a direct benefit for themselves. Many a farmer, 
for instance, thinks it is a pretty good idea for 
the Government to buy and burn potatoes, but 
-he is skeptical about aid to “lazy city folks.” 

Contrariwise, laboring men have their doubts 
about helping farmers, but they are all for sub- 
sidies which keep shipyards open and, thus, 
keep them on a payroll. Mayors and governors 
often struggle to keep down city’ or state taxes 
—while asking the Government to build and 
maintain their institutions. A businessman may 
be loudest in the denunciation of Washington 
extravagance; but, of course, it is not extrava- 
gance if he is the beneficiary. 

It all adds up to a strange split in the Ameri- 
can character. No doubt, this has become more 
pronounced as a result of the depression and 
the war. But the late Lloyd Lewis, in one of his 
most brilliant essays, showed that it was char- 
acteristic even of the pioneers. Whether they 
were sod-busters or railroad builders, they called 
for Washington handouts with lusty lungs. 

It is true, as his new supporters point out, 
that Mr. Nourse criticized spending by the Gov- 
ernment. But it is also true that he turned his 
fire more specifically on certain labor unions, 
businessmen and farmers. After all, what is Gov- 
ernment but their representatives? Congress- 
men may be only too eager to please their con- 
stituents. But suppose people stopped wanting 
so much from Washington? 

In all fairness, many of the wants are legiti- 
mate enough. That goes for national defense, 
foreign aid, reasonable veterans’ benefits, and so 
on through a long list of items. The Govern- 
ment must take a humanitarian interest in its 
citizens; it cannof abandon them to the wild 
winds of circumstance. Also, the world’s econ- 
omy has become so complicated that it cannot 
be left to the single-entry devices of old-fash- 
ioned shopkeepers. Reciprocal trade and the in- 
surance of bank deposits, to mention only two 
random examples, show how vital it is for Gov- 
ernment to play an economic role. 


The question is how that role can be played 
wisely and well. Here lies the justification of 
the Council of Economic Advisers, from which 
Mr. Nourse has resigned. Economists do dis- 
agree. But even the disagreements of experts 
should be enlightening to the nation’s chief 
administrator. Mr. Nourse has demonstrated this. 


He was right in expressing the fear that liv- 
ing standards cannot be raised by labor doing 
less work and clamoring for more pay, by 
farmers denranding ‘“‘stimulative farm prices 
while Government accumulates gigantic surplus 
holdings,” or by management choosing “banked 
fires . . . rather than capitalistically venture- 
some re-examination of practices of accounting 
and theories of price making.” 

Mr. Nourse gave sound advice to the people 
as well as to the President when he said that, 
useful as deficits may be in times of depres- 
sion, they must be liquidated, instead of en- 
larged, in times of prosperity. The American 
people—all of them: workers, farmers and busi-, 
nessmen—must get over the notion that they 
can rely on handout after handout. They must 
get over the habit of preaching restraint to the

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Toward a Sound Water Policy 


The municipal water system should operate 
efficiently and for the benefit of consumers. Ta, 
serve this laudable end, a committee of the Free- 
holders wants to put it under the standard sys- 
tem of accounting for water companies. Then 
St. Louisans would know for the first time what 
water really costs. 

After operating expenses were paid, the city 
charter would empower the city to collect a tax 
equivalent on the same’ basis that it taxes pri- 
vately owned utilities. This charge is necessary 
to avoid subsidizing water consumers at taxpay- 
ers’ expense. 

From the remaining revenues the interest and 
retirement of any outstanding debt would next 
be met. After that, a sum would be set aside in a 
replacement fund, raising the hope that future 
water bond issues may be avoided. And if any- 
thing was left after these prior claims were met, 
this profit would be used to reduce rates. 

This is fine as far as it goes. It does seem, 
however, that the city also has a claim for same 
tax receipts invested in the system years ago. 
This would involve agreeing on the city’s pres- 
ent equity in the property and giving it a 5 or 6 
per cent annual dividend on that amount. Or 
the city could draw out this investment and leave 
the syStem 100 per cent consumer-owned. 

Furthermore, the history of this municipal 
utility shows it should be controlled by a board 
possessing substantial independence. For in- 
stance, all water consumers should be metered 
to prevent waste, but the Board of Aldermen 
has blocked this course. Officials like former 
Comptroller Nolte have meddied with water 
funds and kept the commissioner from making 
advantageous contracts. And the Freeholders 
now invite further political mismanagement if 
they empower city officials and the Board of 
Aldermen to decide how much money shall go 
in the replacement fund. 

The charter-writers are aiming for a fine 
policy but it will be badly compromised unless 
they set up a won-political directorate and man- 
agement to carry out the policy.

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New Member of the UN Council 


The Soviets themselves made the election of 
Yugoslavia to the UN Security Council a matter 
of international importance. Had they not been 
so violent in their objections, the Yugoslav 
“candidacy” would not have become so sharp 
an issue between the Iron Curtain states and 
most of the rest of the world. 

Russia’s delegate, Vishinsky, was fervent but 
not in the least impressive in his contention that 
the election of Yugoslavia violated UN’s prin- 


ciple of geographic distribution of Security 


Council seats. 

In the rotation, the seat held by the Soviet 
Ukraine was bound to go to some other mem- 
ber. The Russian-backed entry for the replace- 
ment was Czechoslovakia, while the United 
States favored Yugoslavia. Since the Czech and 
Yugoslav nations are less than 100 miles apart, 
across western Hungary, there is nothing to the 
argument that the former is more Eastern than 
the latter. The fact is that Yugoslavia actually 
extends further east than Czechoslovakia. 

Had the Russian delegate said that the eleé- 
tion violated the Russian principle of favoring 
its satellites all it can, no one would stand up 
to give him argument. The Kremlin does not 
like Tito because he has opposed rule from 
Moscow. Tito prefers to be his own brand of 
dictator. He is not too clean a weapon to sup- 
port against Communism, but he at least does 
not believe in serving as a Russian stooge. His 
country should be a much more useful member 
of the Security Council. 

Perhaps the best sign for the day was the re- 
mark of one Yugoslav delegate, as he arrived 
for voting: “It’s a fine day. It should bring out 
the farm vote.” Good humor is always in order 
and there are few places where it is so needed 
as at UN. Maybe the new member can reduce 
the specific gravity of the Security Council. 
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Gen. Eisenhower Says It All 


“T'll have no part of giving aid and comfort 
to the enemy. It is time for quarreling to stop. 
I believe that from this moment on we can 
actually make unification work.” 

In all the thousands of words of testimony 
before the House Armed Services committee, 
none have been spoken so important as these 
from Gen. Eisenhower. The former Supreme 
Commander, who led the invasion of Europe 
and fought the Nazi hordes back to their home 
ground, knows the great value of unity. He 
knows that the recent bickering and in-fighting 
would have been destructive if not fatal in wag- 
ing World War II. 

All the services, and the Navy in rticular, 
should make it their business henceforth to put 
national security through unified defense above 
pride, tradition and outworn loyalties. Anyone 
in uniform who fails to approach his duty in the 
high spirit of Gen. Eisenhower and Gen. Brad- 
ley fails to give anything like his best service.

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Political Changeover in France 

What France—a government without a govern- 
ment—is going through now is a sorry example 
of how a multiplicity of parties can hamstring a 
country. Two weeks ago Premier Henri Queuille 
resigned in a dispute over wage-price policy. 
President Auriol then asked Jules Moch to form 
a government, but Moch gave up the task in dis- 
gust. When Queuille refused to return to his 
post, Auriol turned to Rene Mayer, who is now 
trying to form a coalition cabinet. 

There are three sets of parties in France—the 
Right, the Center and the Left. They are rep- 
resented by many small parties. Thus, the Cen- 
ter, which has been governing France under ex- 
Premiers Bidault, Schuman and Queuille, must 
shop around in an attempt to reconcile the dif- 
fering personal and political objectives of the 
Center parties. Always there must be a coali- 
tion and always, in a coalition, there-are various 
interests to be placated. 

What fosters the multiplicity of parties is the 
system of proportional representation under 
which France operates. The theory of propor- 
tional representation is that it gives minorities a 
chance to be heard in parliamentary bodies and, 
in theory, this seems a good idea. But in prac- 
tice it leads to just such situations as are now 
tormenting France. 

Our own two-party system has its defects. 
But it makes for stability and responsibility 
The French, as their system works out, must be 
governed, so to speak, by a committee of parties. 
And if the parties of the Center cannot get to- 
gether, Auriol may have to call for the new elec- 
tion now being demanded both by the right- 
wing Gaullists and the left-wing Communists. 


Such an election might have some exceedingly 
unpleasant results. 
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Why Merge County Schools? 

If far-sighted thinking prevails, St. Louis 
county will have fewer school districts after the 
Oct. 29 school merger election. 

Splitting this one county in 78 separate school 
systems, as is done today, is carrying matters 
into increasing costs and diminishing returns. 
A number of rural counties have approved dras- 
tic school mergers. If St. Louis county refuses, 
how much complaint will residents of this pros- 
perous suburban area still have against the high 
cost of state aid to education? 

The proposed merger of 64 districts into nine 
larger ones is not arbitrary. No doubt the 
change represents minor inconveniences for 
some residents, but it also offers large offsetting 
advantages. The consolidation plan was studied 
by the County Board of Education, re-worked 
after residents expressed themselves, then ap- 
proved by state educational authorities. 

Voters in some small, financially weak dis- 
tricts may be tempted to cling to what they 
have, but to do so would deprive their children 
of good libraries, recreational facilities and other 
advantages. Voters in large and financially strong 
districts asked to take in weaker districts may 
be tempted to refuse. But if they refuse to 
share their advantages in this direct and friendly 
way, the state will eventually find ways to tax 
them more for the aid of their neighbors. 

Educationally speaking, Missouri is one big 
community. It is not to be tolerated that a sub- 


- community like St. Louis county should pro- 


vide anything less than good schools for all its 
children. Consolidation is the first, easiest and 
least expensive step to be taken.

Commissioner, Before the Episcopal League for Social Action 


The issue of our time is life or death for 
the human race. The scientific genius 
which split the atom has not yet devised a 
photo-electric cell for sorting out those to 
be saved from those to be destroyed by the 
force it has unleashed, nor will it do so. If 
there ever was a time in which all nations 
and all people are “members one of an- 
other,” that time is now. 

I do not believe that the way to survival 
lies in frenzied preparation for death. I do 
not believe that men or nations can be 
frightened by other 
men or nations into 
a state of sweet rea- 
sonableness. I believe 
that if the present 
tensions and the 
present armament 
race between East 
and West are con- 
tinued much longer, 
the resulting ac- 
cumulation of fear 
and hatred will de- 
stroy all that makes 
human life meaning- 
ful, if not all of hu- 
man life, 

Today we have 
such power as we never dreamed of be- 
fore, but it does not reassure us. We are 
afraid and. we are not even certain of the 
source of our fear. We say it is Soviet 
Russia and Communism, but we suspect 
that it may lie in distrust of ourselves. 


In our fear, we turn to the worship of 
power, We make to it burnt offering of 
our most precious possessions—the freedom 
of our minds and souls—and demand that 
all others conform with the pattern of our 
worship, lest the god be offended. But we 
know in our hearts that the god is false. 
We know that power is not enough, that 
essential ingredients are missing from our 
formula for peace. We must seek those 
ingredients with all our hearts and minds. 


Freedom of conscience, freedom of 
speech, discussion and association are es- 
sential to our search. They are our ave- 
nues to the future, but notwithstanding 
such constitutional guarantees, our avenues 
are rapidly being closed by barriers of fear 
and suspicion.

Hating and Imitating Russia 


Our god of power has confused our sym- 
bols and knocked askew our guideposts of 
Our tongues are confused and 
our words have lost their meaning. We 
boast of the supremacy of our democratic 
system, but shudder in fear lest it be chal- 
lenged in the arena of ideas. We proclaim, 
as international principles, the basic human 
rights of all men, and deny these same 
rights at home. 


We are called to a holy crusade in de- 
fense of Christianity and given hate as our 
weapon. In our “cold war” against Russia 
we adopt a scorched earth policy with re- 
spect to our own civil liberties and imitate 
the very practices of the Russian system 
which we profess to abhor. 


“Loyalty” and “Americanism” are the 
watchwords of the day, and by our actions 
we give them strange and fearful meanings. 
Patriotism is beginning to be measured in 
terms of our hatred of other countries 
rather than our love of our own. In the 
name of freedom conformity is demanded 
and protest silenced. 


To protect our “democratic processes” 
government employes are officially directed 
by the President to sit in secret judgment 
upon fellow employes, to deny them the 
right to confront their accusers, to try 
them on the unsworn testimony of un- 
known witnesses, and to convict them, on 
speculations as to their state of mind. 


In the name of security, the Attorney 


agents and informers are sent forth to take 
down our words and make note of our com- 
ings and goings; neighbors are encouraged 
to spy upon neighbors and tattlers and gos- 


sips are officially raised to a new level of | 


dignity and power. 

Without due process of law, men and 
women are deprived of their jobs and 
branded as enemies of their country for ex- 
ercising the very rights which our Consti- 
tution guarantees to them. Legislative 
committees vie with each other in prescrib- 
ing new standards of Americanism and 
new methods for enforcing them. Reputa- 
tions are being lynched, committee reports 
and headlines being substituted for the rope 
and the torch as the tool of lynchers. 


What: is this “loyalty”. that is being so 
harshly commanded? Loyalty to what? Is 
it really loyalty to our form of government, 
or is it loyalty to something quite different?

Heresy in High Places 


A year or more ago, the “Americanism” 
Committee of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce published a program for 
thought control on a community basis.

“It is not surprising to note,” he tontin- 
ued, “that states have found it necessary to 
control opinion exactly as they found it 
necessary to control economics. The state’s 
thinking in this matter is much sounder 
than that of the resentful individual whose 
opinion is controlled. ... Actually, an opin 
ion is grounded on nothing but the limited 
experience and personal interests of the 
individual. ... 


“The state's opinion, then, is just as good. 
just as sacred, and just as accurate as the 
individual citizen's opinion or the majority 
opinion of all the citizens. ... With man’s 
normal aspirations reduced by university 
training from a thirst for truth to the 
spawning of opinions, there is every reason 
to expect that the state for its own preser- 
vation will be forced to establish an opin- 
ion-control bureau.” 


Not Fooled—But Intimidated 


I do not believe that the danger to our 
form of government lies in the threat that 
70,000 or 80,000 Communists will overthrow 
it by force. Nor do I believe that many 
Americans sincerely believe that such is 
our danger. But many are afraid not to 
seem to believe it. They fear for their 
jobs, they fear for their reputations, they 
fear the loneliness that is the price of non- 
conformity. 

Our civil liberties and world peace are 
inseparably tied together. We cannot keep 
our liberties indefinitely in the face of im- 
pending war, but if we lose them, I do not 
see how we can find our way to peace. 
Freedom of the human mind and spirit is 
not 4 today, if it ever was. That 
freedom is a. necessity, not only for man's 
growth, but for his survival.

Between Book Ends 


No Virtue Save Perfection 
THE LAST SPACE SHIP, by Murray Leinster. (Frederick 

Fell, Inc., 239 pgs., $2.50.) 

It was probably the Greek philosopher 
Anaximander who first suggested that 
there might be more than one galaxy in 
the universe. To Murray Leinster’s space- 
men that helpful fact is a lifesaver, for if 
these galaxy-hopping men of the future ever 
ran out of planets and suns the book would 
come to a sad ending indeed. 

As it is, the Disciplinary Circuit, villain 
of the piece, runs out of gas first and “The 
Last Space Ship” ends happily.

The Disciplinary Circuit is an automatic 
mental control on the thoughts of all men 
in the author’s world of the future. It is 
necessary only for an individual, or group, 
to think disloyal or subversive thoughts and 
the circuit punishes them. The more dis- 
loyal the thought, the more severe the 
punishment. The circuit is controlled by 
the vice lords of the future and too dis- 
loyal a thought results in banishment for 
the offender. The circuit whisks any un- 
fortunate protester away to an invisible 
planet—“Ades.” This is the Hell of the fu- 
ture and it is an in- 
teresting one. Ades 
is the only planet in 
all the universe that 
has no Disciplinary 
Circuit. There men 
are free to think and 
do exactly as they 
please, anything but 
escape from Ades. 
Such is the mental 
indoctrination of .the 
future, the author 
hints, that freedom 
is considered the ul- 
timate punishment. 

Kim Rendell, the 
hero, is perfect. Sin- 
glehanded, he is able to defy centuries of 
scientific progress and political indoctrina- 
tion and to defeat them. This type of 
hero, devoid of any character attribute save 
perfection, has become a little wearing in 
the science fiction of today. The implausi- 
bility of the perfect hero scems to be a 
major fault of the book:

But the impression that the author’s mas- 
tery of science creates on the reader over- 
comes that defect and makes the book in- 
teresting. For pure enjoyment (for which 
complete understanding is not required) it 
can be recommended to uncritical readers 
in the middle teens. Awareness of its sci- 
entific content increases enjoyment in pro- 
portion to one’s knowledge. 


For instance, there is the three speed 
ratio of Rendell's space ship. The first 
two ratios—“low” and “second” can be un- 
derstood. In high gear, however, the ship’s 
mechanism creates a new relationship be- 
tween motion and space. It literally makes 
new space, space with much less resistance 
to objects in motion, in which to travel. 
The author is not evasive; Rendell gives 
his girl friend a semi-plausible account of 
how this is done. 

Sciencé fiction writers such as Mr. Lein- 
ster are dabblers in many diverse fields of 
knowledge, This book is a well-written 
potpourri.

Yugoslavia’s Election to 
U.N. Council Expected 
to Help in Struggle 
With Kremlin. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
State Department officials hope 
that Yugoslavia’s election to the 
United Nations Security Council 
will strengthen Marshal Josip 
(Tito) Broz in his bitter struggle 
with the Kremlin. 

American support, which made 
possible Yugoslavia’s victory, was 
coldly calculated to achieve that 
end. It was the tatest in a series 
of moves by this country to try 
to keep Tito alive and Yugoslavia 
independent of Russia, in the face 
of increasing evidence that Mos- 
cow will try to smash both regard- 
less of the cost. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son has publicly dis®losed that the 
State Department has evidence 
some 11,500 guerrilla fighters from 
the Greek war apparently are be- 
ing concentrated in Bulgaria and 
Romania, two of Yugoslavia’s 
Kremlin-controlled neighbors. 

Some of Acheson’s associates 
conjecture that Moscow may be 
getting desperate over Tito and 
may soon resort to measures of 
force, including guerrilla infiltra- 
tion and attack. Acheson himself 
offered no explanation of the pos- 
sible motives for assembling the 
guerrillas in a new area of the 
Balkans. 


In some ways the move to get 
Yugoslavia elected.to the Security 
Council may be the most risky 
which the United States has yet 
made in this sector of the cold 
war, It was taken in the face of 
threats Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Vishinsky that it 
would have “painful consequences” 
for the United Nations. Although 
American officials said they 
thought Vishinsky was trying to 
get across the idea that Russia 
might walk out of the U.N., they 
discounted this possibility. 

Nevertheless, it was apparent 
that one of the last slender links 
of great power co-operation in the 
U.N. had been broken with the 
denial to Russia of control of one 
of the small nation seats on the 
Council. The Soviets have en- 
joyed that prerogative up to this 
time, and evidently consider them- 
selves entitled to it whether any- 
body else does or not. 

Another element of risk lies in 
the possibility that the American 
Government may become more 
— involved in the struggle 

the Communist world than 
has ever been intended by the 
makers of United States policy. 

Official Washington regards 
Tito by his own evaluation as an 
avowed Communist foe of the 
West. Between him and his west- 
ern supporters, there are no great 
bonds of affection. Tito simply 
needs help to keep going and 
Washington and London assist him 
because the longer he remains a 
thorn in teh side of Russia, the 
more Russia is handicapped in its 
own policies. 

Until now, American support for 
Tito had consisted mainly of an 
export license for a steel mill, an 

rt-Import Bank loan, and as- 
si ce in promoting World Bank 
credits. The decision to fight 
Russia directly in the U.N. As-' 
sembly amounted to a political 
offensive into Russia’s own terri- 
tory—a dramatic strike of a kind 
relatively new to the West in the 
cold war. 

Acheson and his assistants re- 
peatedly declared that they were 
free to make the move because 
it would not violate any agreement 
that Russia could hand-pick the 
eastern: European member to be 
elected to the Council. Vishinsky 
charged that a “gentleman’s agree- 
ment” was violated, but the vote 
ran 39 to 19 against him. 

Actually, the lineup of total votes 
on the Council probably will not 
be greatly changed if account is 
taken of Communism’s gains in

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Most diplomats here believe it 
is only a question of time until 
western nations begin to recognize 
the Communist vernment in 
China, and that eventually repre- 
sentatives of that Government, 
whose leaders have declared their 
loyalty to Moscow, will succeed in 
replacing the pro-western diplo- 
mats of Nationalist China at the 
United Nations, 

That would give the Communists 
another seat in the Council and 
moreover a permanent great pow- 
er seat not subject to periodic 
elections.

ATMOSPHERE LIKE 
THAT IN FATAL SMOG 
TESTED AT DONORA 


DONORA, Pa., Oct. 21 (AP)— 
The air around Donora—where 20 
persons died during a smog last 
October—is getting another going 
over by the United States Public 
Health Service. 


George Clayton, the Health 
Service’s atmospheric pullution 
chief, and six aids last night set 
up air-testing machines in Do- 
nora and surrounding territory, 
This move caused some surprise 
among the townspeople because 
yesterday was marked by sun- 
shine, blue skies and no smog. The 
big steel wire and zinc mills are 
closed by the steel strike. 
Clayton explained, however, that 
two conditions were the same— 
there was no air movement and 
there was an “atmospheric inver- 
sion.” Normally the air near the 
ground is warmer than that at 
high levels. In an inversion the 
opposite is true and the air fails 
to carry away foreign particles as 
it rises. 

The inversion condition began 
two days ago, the Weather Bureau 
said, and probably will continue 
through Sunday. 

“In these tests,” Clayton said, 
“we are trying to find how much 
air pollution a person can stand 
—that is, the maximum allowable 
concentration. That figure has 
been established for a man work- 
ing eight hours a day in a plant, 
but for a person living in it 24 
hours a day—that’s something 
else.”

E won't charge a penny extra for this yarn. 
If it happens to make somebody a million- 
aire, thank the St. Louis Junior Chamber of 
Commerce. After a six-month survey of 97 local 
$10,000-a-year men, 
none older than 42, 
that organization 
has just drawn up 
the answers to the 
hottest potato since 
Horatio Alger: how 
to be a big shot 
while young enough 
to enjoy it. 

How does it 
work? Easy now, 
relax. Impatience

terviewees as the 
most common fault 
a bright young man 
must overcome. 
Other pitfalls block- 

ing the road to ranch-type residence with three- 
car garage, in order of importance, were found 
to be: laziness, lack of preparation for a goal, 
“know it all” attitude and lack of perseverance. 

And that’s not just moralizing by a bunch of 
stuffed shirts who made their pile the easy 
way. The 97 laboratory specimens of success 
were all hand-picked, honest-to-goodness' self- 
made men—not a vice president's son-in-law in 
the crowd. Some make more than $50,000 a year; 
most of them haven't climbed that high into the 
upper brackets yet.

THEIR ANSWERS to the questions asked by 
15 Jaycee fact-finders seem to add up to three 
potent pieces of advice: first, make people like 
you; second, chart a course and stick to it; third, 
work like heck. 

The vice president of a large lumber company 
wds born a rural postmaster’s son and changed 
jobs three times t6 make the grade, but the 
average fellow in the group has been with the 
firm 11.79 years, a persuasive argument against 
job-hopping. 

The officer of one large bank began as a 
Messenger boy 22 years ago. Most of the other 
youthful successes surveyed began as clerks and 
salesmen with their present outfits. A few were 
accountants, Four were engineers. Six were 
office boys. 

Fifty-nine said they planned for their busi- 
ness future while still in school. Thirty-nine 
considered a college education necessary to ring 
the bell. Seven said it was very necessary. But 
36 pronounced their alma mater as merely “help- 
ful.” - Fully 65 of the group took courses in 
executive training after completing their school- 


ing. 
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NOW HERE’S HOW to get that raise: 43 said 
they did it by asking for more responsibility; 26 
recommended transferring from one company to 
another; 20 merely waited for advancement, pre- 
sumably while doing a good job. Eight simply 
assumed more responsibility on their own hook. 

The Jaycee interviewers were quick to spot 
other reasons for their stbjects’ rise to near- 
riches. All were accessible. Few kept a caller 
waiting. Their desks were uncluttered. Every 
one seemed pleased to see his visitor and they 
were a well-groomed lot. 

Eighteen said they belonged to the Chamber 
of Commerce, 16 listed church organizations, only 
12 belonged to country clubs. Thirty ques- 
tionnaires mentioned no' organizations whatever. 
os budding executive simply had no time for 

hem. 

They are surprisingly reticent toward their 
wives. Forty-five taik about business with them, 
40 don’t. But 80 readily concede the little woman 
has “materially assisted” them on the climb up- 


ward. 
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UNDER “THE MOST IMPORTANT qualities 
‘Necessary for success,” the top vote went to “skill 
in human relations.” Personality, St. Louis's top- 
ranking young business men feel, is all-impor- 
tant, especially if you want to boss persons older 
than yourself. 

Hard work comes next. A vice president in 
charge of sales complained he can’t get young 
fellows to attend night meetings and work the 
14-hour-a-day routine he often follows. They all 
want to bolt home at 5 o’clock sharp. 

Like all bright boys eager for a town-and- 
country roadster, the Jaycees had a purpose in 
acquiring this data. When 12 of the city’s lead- 
ing executives lecture at the Junior Chamber's 
second annual executive training forum at 7 p.m. 
Oct. 25, Nov. 1, 8 and 15 at Kiel Auditorium, 
they'll be talking about the qualities found most 
essential to success by men who actually made 
the grade.

HE first of five films dealing on the problem of discrim- 

| ination against Negroes to reach the screen, “HOME OF 
' THE BRAVE,” at LOEW'S STATE THEATER, is, in spite 

of some defects, an intelligent, forceful and absorbing drama. 
Stanley Kramer, the young independent pro- 

ducer of “Champion” who turned it out, has 


been lauded for his courage, especially by 
his own press agents. As a matter of fact, 


it was a smart move on Kramer's part. After . 


“Crossfire” and “Gentleman's Agreement,” had 

spoken out against anti-Semitism and proved 

that movie audiences were ready to accept 
adult discussion of deep-rooted controversies provided it were 
packaged in compelling drama or melodrama, the situation was 
ripe for exploration of the Negro problem. 

Kramer had Arthur Laurents’s Broadway Play of a few 
seasons back dealing with an American-Jewish soldier on a 
scouting mission in the South Pacific who suffered paralysis 
which was traced by an Army psychiatrist to a deep sense of 
race persecution.

CHAPTER 24. 

HERE is a third type of con- 
T version caused by a physica] 

event. The crisis ig physical 
when it comes through some un- 
expected catastrophe such as 
death of a loved one, a business 
failure, disease, or some suffering 
which forces one to ask, “What is 
the purpose of life? Why am I 
here? Whither am I going?” 


So long as there were prosperity 
and good health, these questions 
were never in the foreground; the 
soul which has only external in- 
terests does not concern itself 
with God, any more than the rich 
man whose barns were full. But 
when the barns are burned, the 
soul is suddenly forced to look in- 
side itself, to examine the roots 
of its being, and to peer into the 
abyss of its spirit. 4 


This excursion is not the de- 
lightful voyage of a summer day, 
but a tragic inquiry into the pos- 
sibility that we have neglected to 
seek for the best wealth, treas- 
ures which rust does not consume, 
moths eat, and thieves break 
through and steal—treasures which 
only God can give when hearts 
are emptier than any purse. All 
crises, even those of material dis- 
aster, force the soul inward, as 
the blood is driven back te the 
heart during some sicknesses or 
as a city under attack moves to 
its inner defenses. 


It would be well today for all of 
us to face the possibility of a 
very great catastrophe. Whether 
the catastrophe will come as & 
result of atomic warfare or world: 
revolution or as a cosmic upheaval 
matters little; the form of it is 
only a detail. But what does mat- 
ter is this possibility of which we 
know, not only because the Holy 
Father has warned us that the 
atomic bomb can eventually bring 
disaster to the planet itself, but 
also because a tragedy of cata- 
strophic proportions would reveal 
to a skeptical world that the uni- 
verse is moral and that God’s 
laws cannot be broken with im- 
punity. 

Just as failure to eat causes & 
headache, a judgment on a viola- 
tion of a law of nature, great 
crises in history are judgments on 
the way men think, will, love and 
act. Periods of delirium and the 
times of tragedy following @ 
schism of the soul from God some-. 
times do for a whole people what 


sickness or personal disaster does 
for a sinful individual. 

Iliness especially may be a 
blessed forerunner of the _ indi- 
vidual’s conversion. Not only does 
it prevent him from realizing his 
desires; it even reduces his capac- 
ity for sin, his opportunities for 
vice. In that enforced detachment 
from evil, which is a Mercy of 
God, he has time to enter into 
himself, to appraise his life, to 
interpret it in terms of large real- 
ity. He considers God, and at that 
moment, there is a sense of dual- 
ity, a confronting of personality 
with Divinity, a comparison of the 
facts of his life with the ideal 
from which he fell. The soul is 
forced to look inside itself, to 
inquire whether there is not more 
peace in this suffering than in 


sinning. 
0 ity, begins to ask, “What is the 
purpose of my life? Why am I 
here?” the crisis has already be- 
gun. Conversion becomes possible 
the very moment a man ceases to 
blame God or life for his troubles 
and begins to blame himself; by 
doing so, he becomes able to dis- 
tinguish between his sinful barna- 
cles and the ship of his soul. A 
crack has appeared in the armor 
of his egotism; now the sunlight’ 
of God’s grace can pour in. But 
until that happens, catastrophes 
can teach us nothing but despair. 
When a soul in sin, under the 
impetus of grace, turns to God, 
there is penance; but when a soul 
in sin refuses to change, God sends 
chastisement. This chastisement 
need not be external, and certainly 
it is never arbitrary; it comes as 
an inevitable result of breaking 
God’s moral law. 


It has been said, “In time of 
peace, prepare for war.” But we 
had better revise this and say, “In 
times of turmoil and dissolution, 
prepare to meet God!” When dis- 
aster comes and treasures are dis- 
solved as an “unsubstantial pag- 
eant,” the soul is more apt to 
turn to Him in fear and in des- 
peration. Here the tension is not 
between the sinner and the Christ 
of Mercy, nor between the aspir- 
ing soul and Christ the Holy One 
of God, but between the broken 
man and Christ the Judge. 

There will be some, even in 
crisis, who will rise against God, 
for the sins of blasphemy, as the 
Apocalypse tells us, will multiply 
with the pouring out of the vials

NCE a sick man, in his passiv- 


of wrath. But the vast majority 
of men will, for the first’ time, 
realize that His Judgment deals 
a sterner blow the farther we de- 
part from his paths. The very 
thought of atomic war with a 
cosmic catastrophe will make 
many men hasten the crisis, an- 
ticipate the tension, and begin 
their conversion now. 

This kind of conversion can also 
occur among those who already 
have the faith. Christians will be- 
come real Christians, with less fa- 
cade and more foundation. Ca- 
tastrophe will divide’ them from 
the world, force them to declare 
their basic loyalties; it will revive 
shepherds who shepherd rather 
than administrate, reverse the pro- 
portion of saints and scholars in 
favor of saints, create more reap- 
ers for the harvest, more pillars 
of fire for the lukewarm: it will 
make the rich see that real wealth 
is in the service of the needy; and, 
above all else, it will make the 
glory of Christ's Cross shine out 
in a love of the brethren for one 


‘another as true and loyal sons of 


God and devoted children of the 
Mother with an Immaculate Heart. 

The crisis ig upon us all, what- 
ever our condition and whoever we 
be. But the crisis will not be 
conscious or effective so long 
as it is unaccomoyanied by desire. 
Now, desire implies possibility: 
“Nothing is impossible with God.” 
If there is no God, then nothing 
is possible. 


We cannot escape God’s justice 
by denying Him, but His friend- 
ship is easy to evade. He never 
forces our love. The surrender of 
the will to God is all-important in 
conversion because of this: God 
will not destroy our human free- 
dom. He wil not even give proofs 
so absolutely overpowering as to 
destroy all choice, for He always 
leaves a margin for love. There- 
fore a necessary prelude to con- 
version is a spirit become docile, 
teachable, and humble. For if we 
think we know it all, not even 
God can teach us. . 

As soon as a man becomes 
humble, he. recognizes his own 
long self-deception, the little tricks 
he has played on himself to con- 
ceal “his unadmitted desire for 
God. Humility is truth, the recog- 
nition of ourselves as we are.

Backwoods Teacher in the Ozarks 


Author and Wife Found Contentment Among New Neighbors in Missouri

HE arrival of Joe Nelson and 


Store where the star route mail 
carried had set them down, their 
first encounter was with a boy 
and a dog at the creek. The dog 
was not friendly. The boy was 
reassuring up to a point. “This 
here dog,” he said, “won't hurt 
youall less’n I say fer ’im to.” The 
question was whether the boy 
would say fer ’im to. It wasn’t 
said because the boy was curious 
about the man and woman who 
had come walkin’ from the store.

moved it wasn’t half bad. As they 
sat on the rickety front steps 
Sally murmured: “I feel this is 
home,” and Joe felt so, too. “Katy- 
dids sang in the big trees. It was 
a quiet and peaceful time with no 
other house, no other light, in 
sight. We sat holding hands until 
the kettle sang on our little wood 
range.” 

In the middle of the night there 
was a change, not for the better. 
A storm came up and a couple of 
sheep, seeking shelter where they 
had found it before, came bound- 
ing into the bedroom through the 
screenless open window. Mr. Nel- 
son spoke to them reasonably, ex-

Joseph Nelson was 
launched as a backwoods teacher. 

A month of teaching, with its

Life was good at Big Piney and 
these two, lovers still after 15 
months of wedded experience, 
were savoring it at its best when 
the moon of painted leaves was 
near. The backwoods teacher was 
happy because he was getting into 
the lives of the people of Big 
Piney, the old folks as well as the 
children, and learning as well: as 
teaching, for they had much to 
teach him, even with their strange 
beliefs and practices, their charms 
and “ghosties” and their semi- 
dark powers. Both of them were

() antics was that he carried in 
his wagon, wherever he went, 
a home-built. coffin. which pre- 


. Vision had prompted him to pro- 


vide. His explanation was that 
when his time came and his two 
wives were widowed he didn’t 
want them to squabble over which 
should supply his buryin’ box. 
When his time came they opened 
up the box and found it filled with 
corn liquor jugs. 

And there was Sister Viney, who 
got religion at every revival and 
at such times felt it incumbent on 
her to run off old Pete Muehlbach, 
who had been hanging around her 
cabin, only to let him come back 
when she backslid, which didn’t 
take long. 

The difficulty in the case of 
Aunt Viney was that her regular 
man had made off and she had 
to wait seven years before he 
could be declared dead, leaving 
her free to marry Pete. True, she 
could have got a divorce on 
grounds of desertion, “but what 
I say, the Lord is agin divorces 
an’ he’s keepin’ me f’m gittin’ one, 
so’s I can’t be married to.one man 
while I got another’n alivin’. 
That’s what it says in the Bible.” 

The old folks there at Big 
Piney were not all like Uncle 
Johnny and Aunt Viney. Even the 
worst of them had their good 


points and the best of them were 
jewels of goodheartedness and 
friendliness, nice folks to know as 
Teacher Nelson makes them 
known in his book. 

Mostly “Backwoods Teacher” is 
a heartening recital of a teacher 
who wanted to be helpful beyond 
the call of duty implied in his $60 
a month and was indeed helpful 
to the children he taught and the 
people of Big Piney valley. 

It was not all books at Big 
Piney school. There were games 
at recess the naming of which 
brings back memories to anyone 
who ever went to a backwoods 
school, box socials and Christmas 
exercises, Friday night literaries 
and inevitably the last day of 
school, with pieces and dialogues 
and a treat. 

Intertwined in the telling is an 
enrichment of the lore and super- 
stitions of the people} firmly held 
by the old folks and only half hon- 
ored by the children, lore that is 
the teacher’s own, for most of it 
is not to be found in the standard 
collections of Ozarks sayings and 
practices. 


Teacher Nelson hadn’t intended 
to stay at Big Piney Jonger than 
one term, hoping at the end of 
that time to get a better job. The 
offer of a better job came at the 
end of the year, but when the Big 
Piney folks asked him to stay he 
couldn’t say them nay. because he 
knew the warm friendliness of 
their hearts. As he says: 


“I remembered our house, serene 
and contentful in its simplicity, 
with no crowding in on all sides— 
the whole outdoors that was ours 
for the taking. I remembered a 
thousand things—not least that 
our first baby was expected in a 
couple of weeks—and again I 
looked at Sally. She nodded yes. 
I knew she was remembering too. 
That she felt in her heart as I 
did that these were our people and 
that at least for a while this was 
our home.”
